Expanslon ot the facUiUes for the 
study of osteopathic medicine and 
surgeo'. 

Aid in the rehab] Illation ot alck 
and wounded war veterans and In- 
dustrial workers, 

Qreater cmphasLi, both In time 
and monay expenditures, on selentl- 
11c research, In the light against 
disease. 

Inlensltled general parllclpaUon 
In public health programs. Including 
close cooperation between local 
community health agencies ond lo- 
cal doctors. 

Future Menace 
'The war has crested auch s 
shortage of civilian phj'slclans that 
the present and pMtwar public 
health Is seriously menaced,'" Dr. 
Rose said. 

"A nationwide epidemic now 
Would be a catastrophe," he slsted, 
"because there would not be enough 
doctors to combat it." 

With a 11,657,000 eipanslon pro- 
gram already under way to provide 
facilities for helping alleviate the 
doctor shortage, osteopathic colleges, 
operating on accelerated wartime 
schedules, have begun to accept en- 
rollment applications ot qualified 
World war II veterans under tho 
"G. I. bill ot rights."
